WASHINGTON (UPI) - Atty 
Gen. Robert F. Kennedy asked 
Congress today to authorize wire­ 
tapping by federal and state law 
enforcement officers to help com­ 
bat organized crime and subver­ 
sive activities. 
Kennedy sent a bill to Congress 
that would permit "legitimate 
and controlled use of wiretapping ' 
by law officers. It would bar 
private wiretaps, however. 
He said in a letter to Vice Pres­ 
ident Lyndon B. Johnson that law 
enforcement agencies are being 
hampered under the present "cha­ 
otic legal situation without really 


protecting the right of privacy. 
The attorney general said state 
and local prosecutors now are 
faced with a dilemma because 
state-ai: horized wiretaps may vio­ 
late federal law if used in court 
Kennedy said his bill would per­ 
mit federal agents to tap wires 
with a court order to obtain evi­
